If benefits are discontinued be- 
cause the claimant is found able 
to work and later on again be- 
comes unable to work, benefits 
can be resumed immediately if the 
second period of disability is with- 
in 5 years of the end of the first 
period. 

In many instances disabled per- 
sons will, after undergoing a 
period of rehabilitation, be able 
to engage in only part-time acti- 
vities. Whether the social security 
payments. will be continued after 
such partial rehabilitation depends 
entirely on all the facts in the in- 
dividual case.

Six fatalities and :89 injuries 
resulted from October traffic ac- 
cidents in Mississippi Coast coun- 
ties, according to a monthly re- 
port by District Eigh€ Inspector 
Marion E. Fulks of the Mississip- 
pi Highway Patrol at Gulfport.

The traffic toll was lower than 
September when ten persons 
died and 57 were injured in 105 
accidents involving . 186 vehicles 
and causing $54,410 in property 
damage. 

A year ago, in October, the 
toll was three fatilities and 26 
injuries in 58 accidents involving 
109 vehicles and $28,305 in pro- 
perty damage. 

Jackson County topped the list 
this October with three . deaths 
and 13 injuries. The county had 
24 traffic accidents involving 44 
vehicles and $18,205 in property 
damage. 

Harrison County had more traf- 
fic accidents; 34 involving 68 ve- 
hicles and $19,710 property dam- 
age, but a lower toll in personal 
injuries - two deaths and nine 
injured. 

The record in other 
Eight counties follows: 

Hancock, four injuries, nine 
accidents, 20 vehicles, $3,725 pro- 
perty damage; Pearl River, one 
death, seven injuries, seven ac- 
cidents, 12 vehicles, $2,885 pro- 
perty damage; George, six injuries, 
seven accidents, 11 vehicles, $2,175 
property damage; Stone, three 
accidents, six vehicles, $660 pro- 
perty damage. 

Failure to yield right-of-way, 
reckless driving and following 
too close were listed as the ma- 
jor accident causes. 

The report showed district pa- 
trol units issued 431 tickets for 
hazard violations; 618 tickets for 
non-hazard violations; checked 
17,120 drivers licenses; assisted 
690 motorists; carried out 42 
special détails; and patrolled 
90,958 miles of highway.

The cotton quota vote coming 
up on December 10 will mark the 
eleventh eisai year a tie 
growers have :voted:‘on hg 
quotas fóf ‘their S tial esiion 
crop, Paul È. Bourds, Chairman 
of the Hancock Agricultural Sta- 
bilization and Conservation Coun- 
ty Committee, said today. 


“Beginning: with the referen- 
dum on marketing quotas for the 
1954 crop, growers have approved 
quotas for each year’s cotton 
crop," he stated. “in” “fhe Vote 
last year on quotas for the 1963 
upland cotton crop, 93.7 percent 
of the growers voting approved the 
quotas.” 


By law, quotas must be pro- 
claimed by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture in years when the cotton 
supply exceeds normal. The esti- 
mated 1963-64 total supply of up- 
land cotton exceeds the estimated 
normal supply by 7.8 million bales. 


For 1964, the chairman explain- 
ed, Hancock County has a total of 
25.0 acres available for allotment 
to growers on which to grow their 
upland cotton crop. This represents 
the county’s share of the national 
allotment acreage of 16,200,000 
acres, which includes 200,000 acres 
from the national acreage reserve 
to take care of minimum farm 
allotments. Notices of individual 
farm acreage allotments will be 
mailed to operators of cotton 
farms in advance of the December 
10 referndum. 


If at least two-thirds of the grow- 
ers voting in the referendum ap- 
prove quotas for the 1964 upland 
cotton crop, price support at a 
level within the range of 65 to 90 
percent of parity will be available 
to growers who comply with their 
farm allotments, and marketing 
quota penalties will apply to any 
“excess” cotton produced on a 
farm. 

If more than one-third of the 
voters oppose quotas for the 1964 
crop, the allotment program will 
remain in effect, and price support 
will be available to cooperators 
at 50 percent of parity, as pro- 
vided by law. 

All farmers who engaged in the 
production of upland cotton in 
1963 are eligible to vote in the 
December 10 referendum.
